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Kinston Council Meeting 


Short And Productive 


The Kinston City Couneil 
met for the first time in four 
weeks on Tuesday night, Oct- 
ober 4, and while the meeting 
was short (only 41 minutes), 
it was productive. , 

The meeting began at 7:00 
p.m, with Mayor Steve Hunko 
and couneil members Sara 
Bowden, Dewey Adams, Mickey 
Weeks and Harold Rhodes in 
attendance. The previously 
scheduled meeting on Septem- 
ber 20 was postponed when 
only three members were pre- 


sent. 

City Clerk Peggy Cain read 
the minutes of the last meeting, 
and they were adtoped as read. 

Mayor Hunko informed the 
couneil that work on the jail 
had been completed, and that 
it had been approved by the 
State fire marshall. Hunko 
also reported the road work 
being done by the state is con- 
tinuing, and despite a few com- 
plaints, the work is going 
smoothly, and is greatly ap- 
preciated. 

The couneil was informed 
that there were several used 
police suits at City Hall, and 
Mayor Hunko suggested sell- 
ing the suits to surrounding 
cities. The council agreed’ 
the suits were doing the City 
of Kinston absolutely no good, 
and agreed to sell the suits to 
anyone who wants them. 

The couneil briefly dis- 
cussed the possibility of re- 
quiring a city license to people 
doing work by the hour in Kins- 
ton. 

Couneilman Harold Rhodes 
said, ‘It depends on whether 
the work is being done for a 
business or just by an indi- 
vidual.’’ 

The couneil seemed opposed 
to the proposal, but agreed to 
study the matter and discuss 
it again at a future meeting. 

A letter was read from the 
Alabama League of Municipal- 
ities asking the council to 
appoint an Energy Board to 
help cut energy waste in the 
city. The couneil failed to act 
on the matter, but all members 
spoke out in favor of estab- 
lishing the special board. 

City Clerk Peggy Cain re- 
ported the city books must be 
audited by November, and that 
she would be through working 
on the books before the next 
scheduled couneil meeting. 

Mayor Hunko stated, ‘When 
we (the current council) took 
over, the city was $8,000 - 
$10,000 in the red (in debt). 
However, we have completed 
the past fiscal year without 
having to borrow money. For 
the first time in recent years, 
everything is' going smoothly.’ 

It was .mentioned that a 
local resident wants to open 
a Recreation Center (billiard 
hall) in the city. The couneil 
agreed the ‘‘Pool Hall’’ could 
be opened, but stated it must 
operate by city regulations. The 
couneil decided the business 
would require a city license, 


and that the cost of the license 
would be $50. 

Chief of Police Randall 
Brooks read the law concern- 

‘Pool Halls,’’ and 
stated that in a dry county, a 
person must be 18 to enter a 
billard parlor. 

“1 think a pool hall might 
help keep the youngsters out of 
trouble,‘‘ said Brooks, ‘‘and I 
think you should take a chance 
and let it open.”’ 

The council agreed to let 
Chief Brooks take charge in 
enforcing the City regulations 
at the recreation center (pool

Hayes 
said he didn’t get board approval 
of this due to the shortage of 
time, but it would be discussed 
at the regular monthly meeting 
Tuesday night. He noted that 
if the board didn’t approve the 
added 2-1/2 mills, it would 
be deleted from the bills in 
the future.

month) showed the utility billed 
$112,609.94 in total electric 
sales including a bookkeeping 
entry of $1919.46 used by the 
city for street lights, water 
pumps, office lights, etc. The 
wholesale power bill for the 
same month was an even larg- 
er $120,130.32! This means 
that the city purchased, dis- 
tributed, maintained lines and 
collected the money for 
$7520.38 LESS than it paid for 
the power. There is a delay 
in billing that will overcome 
some of this, but the picture 
has been almost this bad for 
many months. During the per- 


iod covered by the August %th 
status report, the electric 
sales showed a profit of 
$5,130.02 for the payment of 
bond issues. Even this as- 
sumed that every person paid 
his or her full amount, and 
that the $1930.26 bookkeeping 
entry for juice used by the 
city was actually received. .. 
(which it never is - at the end 
of the year it is written off as 
a transfer to the City of Elba 
general fund).

now, and yet at times, has to 
borrow money to keep operat- 
been transferred to the City’s 
general fund, but in the last 


few years, this has continued 
to drop to a point where no 
cash transfers have been made 
this year, and the utility has 
had to rely largely on bor- 
rowed money to carry out 
needed improvements on the 
system. The improvements 
are forced due to wearing-out 
equipment, transformers, etc., 
and the continuing increase of 
electric appliances in the 
homes. 


The prediction for the next 
year is that the wholesale rate 
charged to Elba will increase 
sometime after January Ist. If 
this happens, the local utility 
board will have no choise but 
to again increase the power 
rates to the Elba consumer. 


Also, there are no predictions 
of relief from the up-and-down 
fuel adjustment rates that are 
placed on bills each month.

A discussion of the over- 
time, reported in the street 
department and the police de- 
partment, involved all city of- 
ficials, but-no action was ta- 
ken. 

Skip Rainer, chairman of the 
Elba Recreation Board, told the 
couneil of the recent meeting 
of his board andthe recommen- 
dations to the city. They in- 
cluded remodeling and re-open- 
ing the Mulberry Gym, hiring 
a person to operate the gym 
and asked permission to se- 
lect a person for this job. 
The couneil approved this ac- 
tion on a motion by Couneil- 
man Mike Russell. 

After a lengthy discussion 
and a ten minute recess, the 
couneil approved an additional 
$10 raise for dogcatcher Avery 
Jackson. Last week the coun- 
cil gave Jackson a $5 increase 
in his expenses. This gives 
him a total of $60 for the 
part-time job of dogcatcher 
and license inspector. 

Luring of an additional po- 
lice officer was tabled until 
later by vote of the couneil. 
This item has been tabled at 
previous-meetings also. 

The monthly bills totalled 
$8628.40 and were approved 
for payment. City Clerk Jack 
Prescott noted that the bills 
were running about - $3000 a 
month higher that for the same 
period a year ago. The coun~ 


cil discussed this and without - 


any formal action, suggested 
the purehasing be studied clo- 
ger in the future and nothing 
purehased that was not needed.

It would be foolish for us consumers to refuse to pay 
the 2-1/2 mills because it wasn’t approved earlier, because 
the board could pass it next Tuesday night retroactive, and 
the only thing we would gain is a lot of extra work for the ladies 
in the office. We suggest that rather than call it part of the 
high fuel adjustment, the needed money actually be added to our 
rates ‘‘up front’’ and the public told what is happening. The fuel 
adjustment is confusing enough for us common folks already 
without this factor added. Again, | am glad someone will do the 
job Charles is doing at the low, low salary (nothing) he gets, 
but Charles, you were wrong in the mind of ye ole editor. 


The Elba police department has been short an officer for about 
a month after Frank Thomas resigned. The City Couneil has 
tabled action on this more than once. Tuesday night Couneilman 
Jimmy Wise explained why the matter was continuously post- 
poned. Former Elba police chief Jack Smart has applied for 
the job, and there is a number of questions surrounding his 
age and the Alabama minimum standards. The couneilmen’keep 
tabling any action until they know for sure if Smart is eligible 
or not. This could blow into a full-scale battle, but at present 
all city officials are working hard to settle the matter of 
hiring another police officer without reopening old wounds. We 
hope they are suceessful.

The Elba Tigers journeyed 
to Enterprise last Friday night 
to battle the unbeaten Enter- 
prise Wildcats, and slugged it 
out toe-to-toe with their 4A 
opponents for four quarters 
before losing 25-7. 

The win upped Enterprise's 
record to 6-0, while the loss 
dropped Elba’s slate to 4-2. 

Enterprise received the 
opening kick, and drove 60 
yards in only 6 plays to score 
the game's initial touchdown. 
The tally came on a 27-yard 
scamper by halfback Stuart 
Key. Ray McEachern kicked 
the extra point, and with 9:21 
left in the first quarter, Enter- 
prise owned the lead 7-0. 

Elba notched only one first 
down with their initial posses- 
sion, and was forced to punt. 
The Wildcats drove to the 
Tiger 28-yard line following 
the punt, but Elba’s Russ Wood 
Stopped Stuart Key for no gain 
on a crucial fourth down play 
to end the threat. 

The Tigers took over on 
the 28-yard line and marched 
72 yards in 10 plays to tie 
the score at 7-7. Johnny 
Dyess gained 3 yards on the 
drive's first play, and added 
a 4-yard run following a 5- 
yard carry by Larry Phillips. 
James Smith rambled for a 
hine-yard gain on the next play, 
and after a 15-yard penalty 
against Enterprise for piling- 


on, Elba had the ball first down 
and 10 at the Wildcat 36-yard 
line. A fumble lost 8 yards 
back to the 44, but on second 
down qb Ken Martin passed to 
Johnny Dyess for a 21-yard 
pickup. The pass was batted 
by two Enterprise defenders, 
but Dyess managed to grab the 
ball while falling down for the 
big catch! Larry Phillips 
gained 7 yards on a sweep fol- 
lowing the pass play, and after 
James Smith bulled for 8 yards, 
Elba had the ball first down 
and goal at the 8-yard line. 
Phillips again ran wide on the 
next play and was knocked out 
of bounds only inches from the 
endzone. Ken Martin sneaked 
over for the touchdown, andalso 
added the extra point to pull 
the Tigers into a 7-7 tie with 
10:27 left in the half. 
Enterprise received the en- 
Suing kick and again marched 
goalward. Six running plays 
gained 48 yards and left the 
Wildcats with a first down and 
goal at the 4-yard line. Jerome 
Blackmon scored on the first 
play, but an Enterprise block- 
er was caught clipping and the 
touchdown was nullified. The 
Tiger defense came to life fol- 
lowing the penalty, and tossed 
the high-powered Cats back to 
the 25-yard line. On fourth 
down, Enterprise kicker Ray 
McEachern came in and booted 
a 42-yard field goal to give 


the Wildcats a 10-7 lead with 
5:56 left in the second quar- 
ter. 

Neither team could muster 
a scoring threat for the re- 
mainder of the half, and at 
halftime Enterprise held a slim 
10-7 lead over the gallant 
Tigers. 


Elba received the second 
half kick, but failed to move 
and were forced to punt. Ent- 
erprise put the ball in play at 
their 46-yard line, and quickly 
drove for a touchdown to go 
ahead 16-7. The score came 
on a 7-yard run by Jerome 
Blackmon. The kick failed. 

Elba began a drive on their 
next possession, but lost a 
fumble at the Enterprise 49- 
yard line. The Wildcats cov- 
ered the 51 yards in 6 plays to 
take a 22-7 lead with 1:57 left 
in the third quarter. Blackmon 
scored the td on a 3-yard run. 

The Tiger offense again 
failed to move, but Ken Martin 
backed the Wildcats into a hole 
by booming a 59-yard punt that 
rolled dead at the Enterprise 
one-yard line. 

The Wildcat offense again 
marched toward the Elba goal, 
and got as close as the Tiger 
8-yard line before being turned 
back by the gutty Elba defense. 
This time McEachern booted 
a 29-yard field goal, and with 
4:35 left in the game, the Ent- 


erprise lead stood at 25-7. 

The Elba offense made a 
last ditch effort to score again, 
but a Ken Martin pass was 
intercepted at the Enterprise 
ll-yard line to end the drive, 
and the game. 

Final score: Enterprise 25 - 
Elba 7.

Utility Board Votes 2 1/2 


Mill Add OnFor Three Months 


As was expected, the Elba 
Water and Electric Board offi- 
cially approved the 2-1/2-mill 
add-on to the fuel adjustment. 
The add-on will be in effect 
through the December 1st bill- 
ing, according to the motion 
made by Mayor Robert Folsom 
and passed unanimously by the 
Board. The additional millage 
had been added on by Chairman 
Charles Hayes when he was 
informed by the consulting eng- 
ineer that the Board finances: 
were in an ever-increasing 
bind. 

Hayes said as the increase 
was being approved that it 
would be looked at again on

January 1, to see if it should 
be continued, He explained, 
using a blackboard illustration, 
that the Board is being billed 
for four-million units of elect-

mal fuel adjustment for these 
kilowatts totaled over $11,000 
during the last twelve months, 
according to Hayes.

With the added 2-1/2 mills 
that netted about $8,000 to the 
board, the profit for the month 
totaled $5,822.19. This in- 
cluded a figure of over $1,000 
used by the city that.will be 
billed for the bonds holders, 
but will not be collected. Also 
some bills will not be paid and 
these will have to be deducted 
also. The balance will be used 
to pay off money borrowed in

A total of $371.17 inSeptem-

Also $352.22 of in- 
come is apparently lost and the 
meters. have been pulled and 
$454.43 is classified inactive 
accounts, where the customer

accounts and some will be col- 
lected, according to City Clerk 
Jack Prescott. F 

Hayes informed the Board 
members that the auditor has 
notified him that the warehouse 
inventory was ‘‘awful.’’

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Highway Department To Lay Off 17 Employees 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session 
on Monday, October 10, at the 
Courthouse in Enterprise, and 
heard County Engineer Les- 
lie Mullins announee plans for 
an upeoming layoff in the High- 
way Department. 

“The new budget will no 
doubt consist of cutbacks in all 
departments,’’ 
‘‘and I have no alternative but 
to reduce my payroll be re- 
ducing the work force in the 
Highway Department. There is 
no way we can continue to em- 
ploy as many people as we do 
now. We must have a lay-off.’’ 

Mullins stated that the 
Highway Department now con- 
sists of 47 employees, and that 
the lay-off will lower the work 
force to 30. That means 17 
employees will be laid off. 

“IT will operate within my 
budget,’’ pledged Mullins. 

Engineer Mullins asked the 
members of the Budget 
Committee to consider the ef- 
fect of the $2.65 per hour-min- 
imum wage beginning Janu-- 
ary 1, and frequested they re- 
member it when they began pre- 
paring the budget. . 

“The lay-off will also ef- 
fect the current policy of lay- 
ing pipe,’’ said Mullins. ‘‘I 
will disband the pipe crew. and 
that means that although we 
will still deliver pipe when 
it is requested, we will not 
lay it until we have crews 
working in the area.’’

Handicapped To 


Get Help In 


Job Search 


Counselors working in local 
offices of the State Employment 
Service have recently com- 
pleted training which will 
enable them to more effectively 
assist the severely handicapped 
in finding jobs. 

“Jobs don’t come easy for 
the severely disabled, even 
when the economy is booming,’’ 
points out-James M. Carter, 
acting director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Re- 
lations. ‘‘But when unemploy- 
ment is abnormally high - as it 
has been for nearly three 
years - handicapped persons en- 
counter great difficulty in ob- 
taining well-paying jobs.’’ 

Most of the blind and other 
handicapped persons in the 
labor force have acquired vo- 
cational skills through public 
rehabilitation programs. ‘‘Th- 
erefore, we feel that our efforts 
should be «directed primarily 
toward employers,’’ Carter con- 
tinued. Each State Employment 
Service office located ina large 
Alabama city will have at least 
one counselor who has re- 
ceived special training in job 
development for the handi- 
capped. 

Given jobs which are well 
matched with their abilities, 
handicapped persons make ex- 
cellent employees, Carter ob- 
served. Because of their high 
degree of motivation and deter- 
mination to suceeed, their job 
performance may actually be 
better than that of non-handi- 
capped employees, he added. 

Title V of the 1973 Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Act pro- 
hibits discrimination against 
qualified handicapped indivi- 
duats in federally-assisted pro- 
grams. Under new regulations 
issued by the U. S. Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, employers having federal 
contracts amounting to $2,500 
or more are required to re- 
cruit- and hire qualified handi- 
capped invidiualts.

along with Probate Judge James 
L. Sawyer. Commissioner Gil- 
mer Grant was absent from 
the meeting. 

Two residents were first 
to address the commision and 
they thanked the members for 
working on the road on which 
they lived. The two men stated 
they had originally planned to 
come and complain about no 
work being done on the road, 
but said the work began this 
morning (Monday).

board, and Mr. Donaldson re- 
ported, ‘‘I got a certified let- 
ter from the Federal Court 
informing me that Tax Asses- 
sors and Tax Collectors in 
17 counties are being sued for 
inequities of property tax ap- 
praisal. All of us are being 
sued as a group, and we have 
20 days to reply.”’ 
‘ The State of Alabama set 
tax appraisal rates across the 
state as: Class 1-30% (corpo- 
rations), Class Il-25% (busi- 
ness), and Class III-15% (re- 
sidential and agricultural pro- 
perty). Counties then apply 
a 4 mill tax to these rates 
which are allocated to the Edu- 
cation Fund, — 

The 17 counties being sued 
lowered the tax rate of Class 
Il property, thus decreasing 
the amount of money going to 
the Education Fund. The suit 
states that all counties should 
have to pay an equal percent 
of tax revenue-to education. 

‘‘We must answer the court 
within 20 days, and | don’t 
think I should have to hire 
a lawyer to represent me in 
this matter,’’ said Donaldson. 

After studying the matter, 
County Attorney Braxton Rowe 
stated, ‘‘In my opinion, the 
commission has an obligation to 
cover legal fees incurred in 
the suit.”’ 

The commission instructed 
Mr. Rowe to act in the suit 
as legal counsel for the Tax 
Assessor and Tax Collector. 

State Representative Jimmy 
Holley and County Pensions and 
Security Director Ron Smith 
met with the commission and 
discussed the Food Stamp Pro- 
ram. 

“7, too, have reseryations 
about -some recepients of Food 
Stamps,’’ said Rep. Holley, ‘‘but 
overall, the program does reach 
many needy people. I ask the 
County Commission to continue- 
the Food Stamp Program in Cof- 
fee County until the State Leg- 
islature meets in January. The 
legistature could act to fund 
the program during the next 
session, and I feel by waiting 
you will have a better idea of 
the program’s future.’ 

“1 concur- with Rep. 
Holley,’’ said Mr. Smith, ‘‘We 
do appreciate the county’s as- 
sistance in operating the pro- 
gram. I think the program 
is a good investment, and ! 
will do whatever you recom- 
mend to help the program be- 
come better accepted.’’ 

Mr. Smith presented the 
commission with a detailed 
break-down of expenses in- 
curred by the Food Stamp Pro- 
gram in- Coffee County. The 
report showed that for a total 
cost of $67,855.56 to the coun~- 
ty since 1974, the program has 
brought into the county 
$2,255,968.50 in Bonus- Cou-- 
pons. This $2,255,968.50 re- 
presents a tremendous- boost 
to the economy of Coffee Coun- 
ty. 

Commissioner Rex Bout- 
well said, ‘‘If we continue-to 
help pay the expense, we should 
have some say so in the pro- 
gram.’ 

Mr. Smith agreed, and again 
pledged his co-operation: 

Before leaving, Rep. Holley 
praised the County Commission 
for the continued road work 

“Mr, Mullins is doing a 
fine job,’’ stated Holley, ‘‘and 
I hope the road work will con- 
tinue:’ 

Probate Judge Sawyer in- 
formed the board he-had re- 
ceived a letter from a Federal 
Agency requesting a report on 
the acessability of voting places 
to the handicapped. The com- 
mission felt the voting places 
in the county were accessable, 
and agreed to check all voting 
houses to make sure. 

The commission concurred 
with the Southeast Alabama Re- 
gional Planning and Develop- 
ment Commission on a re- 
quest for $87,200 in Federal 


Funds to be used to construct 
Sanitary Sewer Facilities for 
New Brockton. 

County Engineer Mullins 
advised the board to initiate 
a priority system for working 
roads in the county. 

“You need to pick out the 
roads that will be graded over 
the next 3 to 5 year period,” 
said Mullins, ‘‘and let the pub- 
lic know what roads will be 
worked and when they will be 
done. You need a priority sys- 
tem so everyone will know when 
their roads will be worked,”’ 

The commission agreed to 
examine the recently completed 
traffic survey, and promised to 
establish a priority system 
when the budget was finalized. 

Mr. Ray Gene Burkett was 
the commission’s final visitor, 
and he told the commission 
about the Vivian B. Adams 
School in Ozark. 

‘‘We opened in 1971 to ser- 
ve the mentally retarded and 
multiple handicapped, said Mr. 
Burkett, ‘‘and at that time we 
had 72 students. We have 215 
students now from seven coun- 


ties, including 22 studentsfrom © 


Coffee County (1 from Elba). 
We teach siudents that are not 
a of attending public 

hools and we feel we do a 

god job.”’ 

Mr. ‘Burkett explained the 
school’s various means of in- 
come, asked the commission 
to consider the possibility of 
giving financial aid. 

All commissioners agreed 
the county should help the 
school] and pledged support. 

In other action, the com- 
‘mission: 

***received a copy of a recent 
inspection of the City Jail in 
New Brockton; 

***borrowed $2080 to pay a 
bill from the Ad Valorem Tax 
Division (concerning recent re- 
appraisal); 

***instructed Commissioner 
Boutwell and Commissioner 
Hornsby to examine the wiring 
in the boiler room at the Coun - 
ty Jail. County Carpenter 
Spinks felt the room needed 
rewiring; 

***and, authorized Mrs. Bru- 
nease Winston and a board 


member to attend an-‘Unemploy- 
ment Workshop in Montgomery 
on October 27. 


Public Road 


Explained 


By Attorney 


At the recent County Com- 
mission meeting County Attor- 
ney Braxton Rowe finally clear- 
ed up-the controversy centering 
around the question: ‘‘What is 
a public road?’’ 

‘Many people feel once it’s 
a public road, it is always a 
public road,’”’ said Rowe, ‘‘how- 
ever, this isn’t so.”’ 

Rowe informed the board 
that if a road is not used for 
20 years, it is dead or aband- 
oned, 

‘There are three ways to 
establish a public road,’’ said 
Rowe. ‘‘By dedication, by pub- 
lic useage for 20 years, and 
by proceeding. 

Mr. Rowe was asked to 
find a legal answer to’ the ques- 
tion, and the commisson will 
act by this law. 
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
